THREE ARE ANNOUNCED CANDIDATES, 


While Colonel Bill Hulsey Is Regarded 
_ 98 a Possible Aspirant—Joe James’s 
Speech—The Attendance. 


Lithia Springs, Ga., July 4.--(Special.}— 
Two years ago the contest for the demo 
cratic nomination for congress from the 
fifth district began in Douglas county, and 
warm, short and decisive that battle 
proved to be. 

In that contest Colonel Livingston was 
victorious, and today, by his own choos- 
ing, he begari a second contest for the same 
prize, in the same good county where he 
commenced his first successful campaign. 

The opefiing of the contest two years ago 
was warm, Judge Stewart and Colonel Liv- 
ingston both talking out in the plainest sort 
of fashion, but in point of interest and pic- 
turesqueness jt was: not the equal of the bat- 
tle royal in which the opening guns were 
fired across these smiling hills this very 
day. 

Iwo years have wrought marked changes 
and made new issues.

WATCHING THE PARADE. 


A Recess Taken to Enjoy a Fourth of July 


Spectacle. 

Omaha, Neb., July 4—(By Telegraph to 
The Constitution.)}—A recess of twenty 
minutes was then taken to witness the 
Fourth of July parade. There was some 
protest from delegates who wished to rush 
business, but the motion for a recess Was 
carried, when it was stated that courtesy 
due the citizens of Omaha required it. 
There was a good deal of diso in the 
reassembling of the convention after the 
parade intermission, and the twenty min- 
utes’ recess proved nearly an hour jong, a 
part of the time being taken up with one 
of the numerous songs born out of the 
growth of the new party. 

The Kailroads Discussed. 

The convention finally got to work, and 
the roll of states was called for. 

A storm was precipitated by Chairman 
Branch, of the resolutions committee, 
offering a resolution calling attention to the 
fact that “probably through some over- 


sight the ticket agents on the line of the | 
Union Pacific railway did not receive in-. 
structions to allow delegates to the conven-- 
tion the usual reduction in fares, and ap- 


pointing a committee of three to communi- 
cate with the railway officials to have the 
mistake - rectified. 8 

A delegate moved that the Nortben Pe- 
cific and Great Northern roads be included 
in the resolution. Instantly Marion Can- 
non, of California, rose to protest against 
the resolution as exhibiting a want of in- 
dependent spirit in the convention. His 
vehement denunciation of the roads brought 
the audience to its feet several times, and 
led to the Mea seene of the day. 

“T want this vention to understand,” 
he said, “that it is not by accident or over- 
sight that the Pacific coast delegates have 
been overlooked. Our request for the cus- 
tomary courtesy was denied deliberately 
and with insolence, I do not want this 
convention, so far as California is concern- 
ed, and so far as [ am concerned, to go 
back to that railroad company, cap in hand, 
and ask for any privileges whatever. (Tu- 
multuous applause.) The democrats and 
republicans secured half fare, but we, not 
connected with the railroads, but producets 
of the earth, have been refused equal terms, 
We can stand the refusal.” (Cheers.) ; 

Up to this time Mr. Cannon showed evi- 
dence of his feeling by the increasing trem- 
ulousness.of his tones. Now he grew liv- 
id with passion, as he swung his hat in 
the air and declared in tones that rang 
from end to end of the hall that “We can 
tell those railroad companies that the peo- 
ple will own and operate those roads yet. 

Here the enthusiasm and passion of the 
speaker extended to the audience. Eve 
member rose and cheers rent the air, hand- 
kerchiefs were waved, and it was several 
moments before the speaker could conclude. 

Keferred to the Commission. 
Mr. Dean, of New York, grasped the mat- 


ter to make politics out of it. There was 
an interstate commission, and he moved that 


the resolution be brought before that organ- 


ization to see whether the law permitted 
the railroads to discriminate in favor of one 
national political convention against another. 

‘“‘Let’s use this for the purpose of the po- 
litical campaign,” he said. 

The motion to make complaint to the com- 
mission was carried. . 

The committee on resolutions was still 
wrestling with the platform, and on the 
statement that it would be two hours be- 
fore it could report, a recess was taken 
until 2 o’clock p. m.

whose death was lamented as sincerely by 
confederates as by fed ; 

“This summary gives a list of the bat- 
tles and skirmishes of the war, and the 
éasualties on both sides, and I find that 
after the 16th of April, 1865, the date of 
the affairs at West Point and Columbus, 
Ga:—there are given the names of seven- 
teen other affairs, and that after the affair 
at Macon on the 20th of April, there are 
given the names of ten other affairs, termi- 
nating in General Kirby Smith’s surrender 
on the 26th of May. 

“In the affair at Swift Creek, S. C., on 
the 19th of April, the federal loss was ten 
killed and wounded, and on the 13th of 
May, 1865, at Palmetto Ranch, Tex., the 
Sixty-Second United States colored troops 
the Thirty-Fourth Indiana Volunteers an 
the Second Texas cavalry, no doubt also 
colored, seem.to have been pretty severely 
handled by the ‘gray jackets,’ as they lost, 
according to their official report, 118 men 
killed and wounded, 

‘The last gun in any regular engagement 
was probably fired in this fight—May 13, 
1865—although many of the ‘blue coats’ 
were made to bite the dust at later dates 
by independent parties of confederates, who 
could not brook the promiscuous pillage, 
rapine and murder in which many of the 
saviors of the life of the nation were accus- 
tomed to indulge in those days.

Mr. Lodge’s Great Men. 
Congressman Lodge replies in the cur- 


rent Century to the criticisms drawn out 


by his paper in that magazine some 
months ago on “The Distribution of 
Ability.” 

Mr. Lodge sticks to it that New Eng- 
land and New York furnished nearly all 
of the great men in our past history, and 
as some objection was made to his author- 
ity, Appleton’s Cyclopedia of National 
Biography, he quotes the Brittannica to 
show that he was right in his classifi- 
cation. The Boston Journal says of it: 

In fact, the Brittannica classification empha- 
sizes the results of the Appleton tables, if 
anything. Three hundred and seventeen 
names of distinguished Americans are noted 
in the new enumeration. Of these, no less 
than 157, or fully one-half, are to be cred- 
ited to New England, aid 87 to the middle 
states, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware. As in the former classifica- 
tion, this leaves only a very slender repre- 
sentation to the west and south. Among the 
New England states Massachusetts stands 
pre-eminent. Of the 157 distinguished men 
produced by this section, our’ commonwealth 
contributes 98. Connecticut comes next with 
85; then New Hampshire with 11; Rhode Is- 
land, 8; Vermont, 7; and Maine, 3. Among 
the southern states, Virginia, the ‘Mother of 
Presidents,” is, as might be expected, the 
most conspicuous. Of the 54 southerners of 
distinction she is eredited with 29.. 

The race distribution of these 317 distin- 

guished Americans is significant. No less 
than 248 of them are set down as of English 
extraction, 16 are of Scotch descent, 16 of 
Scotch-Irish and 15 of Huguenot. No other 
race in our composite population is represented 
by more than 7. 
"We are inclined to agree with Richard 
Maicolm Johnson and other old-time 
southerners in the opinion that biog- 
raphies, histories and cyclopedias in this 
country are misleading as to the distribu- 
tion of ability. There has always been a 
spirit of Boswellism in the north, and for 
a century and a half no man of local 
prominence in that section has escaped 
the so-called historians ard biographers. 
Many men have been written into fame 
who would have lived and died in the 
south, leaving behind them no chronicle 
of their actions. Southerners have been 
busy developing their country, settling the 
southwest, adding more territory to the 
national domain, and fighting out our 
various wars. They have lived and died, 
and many of the most notable among 
them'are known only through local tra- 
ditions. If they had lived in New Eng- 
land the village Boswells would have 
taken their lives, so to speak, and the 
cyclopedia makers of this generation 
would have grouped them together for 
Mr. Lodge to utilize in his statistics of 
the “Distribution of Ability.” 

This is about the size of it. BHven as 
great a man as William L. Yancey nar- 
rowly missed a biographer, and not until 
he had been in his grave nearly a genera- 
tion was the needed book supplied by 
Colonel John W. DuBose, whose work has 
recently won deserved approval at home 
and abroad. ‘There are great men and 
able men who have never had any biogra- 
phers, and Georgia alone has about as 
many of them in proportion to population 
as any other state can claim.

In a recent interview, Editor Dana, of 
The New York Sun, said that the young 
man who enters journalism should have 
good health, good temper, upright prin- 
ciples and the best education he can get, 
and the most varied knowledge, provided 
it is acctrate. Inaccurate knowledge, he 
says, is a nuisance. 

The veteran journalist thinks that the 
best outfit for the young newspaper man 
is to know the Bible, Shakespeare and 
the constitution of the United States. He 
should have convictions, and especially 
political convictions, and belong to one of 
the great parties, because they are the 


great agencies of political and social life. , 
A college education will be found to be | 


of advantage. Concerning a school of 
journalism, he says: 

1 don’t believe in that, because the education 
the journalist wants is general education— 
the more general the better. He should have 
every knowledge and every experience. For 
instance, it is of great importance to have ex- 
perienced religion 1f a man wants to be a 
journalist—l mean religion in the old ortho- 
dox sense. He should haye been through the 
intellectual stage which belongs to the con- 
viction that he is lost, and can only be saved 
by Jesus Christ; because that is a human ex- 
perience of great importance. it makes an 
immense contribution to his intellectual. re- 
sources. A school for journalism may be very 
useful, but 1 think that the boy who comes 
in here to my room thirty or forty times a 
day to execute the orders he receives will 
have more professional knowledge after awhile 
than any one could get in a school of journai- 


isin. 

Editor Dana is master’ of many lan- 
guages, and ranks high as a scientist. He 
is fully equipped-for many lines of work, 
and at the age of seventy-two is an 
active worker. He dictates his editorials, 
and they have the same incisiveness and 
finish that characterized them when he 
wrote every line with his own hand. 

He believes that a man should be seri- 
ous-minded to succeed, and it seems to 


‘him that the tendency of public life is 


improving. Men are born more honest 
than they used to be, and men are getting 
more independent. It is his idea that a 
rich man is more likely’ to 
be honest than a poor man be 
cause he is less likely to be tempted. 
Great fortunes, he claims, preserve the 
means of doing great things, and in time 
rich men will see that money is a drag 
and they will try to put it to the best use.

How It Occurred. 

Sunday afternoon when the sun had 
sunk low into the west and the shadows 
were lengthening, Colonel Peek went out 
for a drive with his son, Mr. Horace Peek. 
The horse they drove was the one that has 
been driven by the family for a long time 
and was perfectly safe. The ride was 
greatly enjoyed by Colonel Peek. The 
cool, fresh air, and the sight of the blos- 
soming fields pleased him and not until 
dark came on did he turn his horse’s head 
homeward. Near Colonel Peek’s home is 
a steep hill which the public road leading 
by his home descends. In going down this 
hill Sunday afternoon the horse Colonel 
Peek was driving stumbled and fell for- 
ward. 

The force of the fall suddenly pro- 
pelled the buggy and the sudden jerk 
threw Colonel Peek from his seat. He 
fell forward in front of his buggy, strik- 
ing the ground on his shoulder. He roll- 
ed over, after falling, turning a complete 
somersault. The fall was a bad one for 
Colonel Peek and left him unconscious, 
and suffering excruciating pain. His 
spine was badly injured, causing paral- 
ysis. 

Colonel Peek was taken to his home and 
Dr. Rosser, the family physician, called 
in. He found Colonel Peek’s condition 
to be yery serious. Colonel Peek was still 
suffering greatly. last night and 
his death is feared. If the ac- 
cident does not prove fatal, 
it will be several weeks before Colonel 
Peek will be out again.
